The extension of the Cork Company 
means that the home purchaser, apart 
from securing better finished articles, wil! 
get. them at substantially lower prices. 
Making them within the Free State means 
that no Customs duties will be payable, 
that employment will be given at home 
-and that increased circulation of money 
will follow. The advantages of this 
change may not be apparent, but it can 
be reasoned out in this way: The absence 
of Customs duties on the bulk of woollen 
goods now sold in this country, a demand 
which can, and will be, met by the Sun- 
beam-Wolsey Company, will bring the 
prices to a lower level, and the employ- 
ment given in meeting this increased de- 
mand wil] lessen to some extent the 
general burden of taxation, of which a con- 
siderable portion is paid away in main- 
taining the workless people.

It is well-lighted 
and airy, and eminently serviceable for 
the manufacture of hosiery under hygienic 
conditions. It is interesting to note that 
the health of the operatives is a matter 
which enjoys the consideration of the pro- 
prietors. 


The manufacture of silk stockings on a 
wider scale is contemplated, amd the plans 
will shortly be put into operation. The 
process is very complicated, but the diffi- 
culties associated with their production 
have been successfully overcome. 


TRAINING OF OPERATIVES, 


The arrangement between the Sunbeam 
and Wolsey Factories will mean further 
that many other articles requiring 
specialised knowledge in their manufacture 
may be manufactured at Cork. Invention 
of new methods and practices works apace 
in this industry; there must be no slack- 
ing of endeavour, and it can truthfully be 
said that no invention of importance, 
which may enable the Cork Factory to be- 
come more serviceable and profitable will 
be allowed to pass unnoticed. The hosiery 
trade is peculiar in this respect: that it is 
not sufficient for its controllers to meet the 
demand for goods worn in accordance with 
popular wish or fashion; it must antici- 
pate such things. In that respect it is 
related to newspapers, for the newspaper 
reporter is told always to watch for the 
unusual—and invariably it comes to pass. 

It must be understood of course that the 
Blackpool Factory has not yet reached its 
full point of production. Operatives must ' 
be trained, and until this scheme is com- 
pleted it will be necessary to import some 
partly finished goods in bulk from Lei- 
cester. But as has been said before Trish 
workers are adaptable, and so the need to 
import will not remain for long. 


The Sunbeam factory will shortly be 
able to meet all demands on it, and, 
further, hopes to be in a position to 
export some of its products, principally 
the products in which it may be easier to” 
specialise. This market may prove to be 
considerable, and, having in mind that 
two great Irish industries carry a very.

There will be an Annular Eelipse of the 
Sun on the 21st, the second of the pair of 
annular eclipses this year. The previous 
one was on the 24th of February. Two 
annular eclipses in one year are a rare 
occurrence, the usual sequence being one 
annular and one total, In the eclipse of 
the present month the annular track aa 
on the North coast of Africa, on the Eastern 
shore of the Gulf of Sidra. It passes in 
turn over Alexandria, Jerusalem, Bagdad, 
Delhi and Rangoon, ending on the East 
coast of Australia. The partial phase will 
be visible over the whole of Europe, except 
the British Isles, Spain and a part of 
France, as well as Lapland; all Asia, 
except North-Eastern Siberia; the East 
Indian Archipelago, all Australia, and the 
Eastern Sahara, Abyssinia and the Soudan 
in Africa. * 

Though an annular eclipse has not the 
thrill and sensation of a total one, it is 
distinctly superior in interest to a mere 
partial one. If the annulus is narrow, or, 
in other words, if the Moon nearly covers 
the Sun, as will be the case this month, 
and was the case in February, there is a 
good opportunity of seeing “' Baily’s 
beads,” Also the inner corona may be 
glimpsed, as the writer of these notes saw 
it in the eclipse of April 7th, 1921, when 
“ Baily’s beads’’ also were finely seen, 
and in that of April 17th, 1912, which was 
just total in France, and so nearly total 
in Belgium that the Moon’s shadow was 
seen to approach, darkening the sky like 
a thunder cloud, just as in a Total Eclipse. 
““ Baily’s beads ” appear whenever the line 
of the Sun’s limb not yet covered by the 
Moon becomes very thin. Before = ar- 
ing entirely it breaks into segments like a 
string of beads. The Moon being a moun- 
tainous body, her edge is not an even arc 
of a circle, but is serrated by the profile of 
the mountain ranges. The last glimpses 
of the Sun’s edge are seen to shine through 


te—jthe gaps in the mountains as a row of 


bright points, which disappear one after 
another. The same thing is seen in reverse 
order as the opposite limb emerges into 
view. This serration of the Moon’s limb is 
quite easily visible with a telescope at 
other times, especially at Full Moon, when 
the Moon’s South Polar regions are seen to 
be rugged, with vast peaks, rising to 
heights which rival some of the highest on 
the Earth. 

The Full Moon will be in close conjunc- 
tion with Saturn on the 5th, when an oc- 
cultation. of the planet will be visible over 
a large part of the Southern Hemisphere. 
The Moon will be in conjunction with other 
lanets as follows:—Uranus on the llth, 
ercury on the 19th, Jupiter on the 23rd, 
Venus on the 24th, Mars on the 26th.

METEORS, - 


The first ten days of August give us the 
yearly maximum of the Perseid shower, 
‘at present the most important of the 
Meteoric phenomena of the year. The 
meteors from the Perseid radiant are 
bright objects, with long trains. On a 


sight, merely as a sight, is well worth 
waiting up for. Unfortunately for the 
average amateur, or the man-in-the-street, 
meteors are nearly always at their best 
after midnight, the early morning hours 
being the best of all. This arises from the 
fact that after midnight the observer is on 
the forward hemisphere, that which faces 
the way the Earth is going. A motor 
cyclist travelling fast, gets the dust, 
midges, rain, etc., in his face, His face is 
his forward hemisphere. If he has a 
pillion passenger who rides with her back 
to him, she will have much less need to 
wear anything to protect her eyes and 
complexion. They will be on the sheltered 
hemisphere. So the early bird—or the 
very late bird, gets the meteors.

British Government established the 
reels posts as an operating system for 


1865. 

Sir Evelyn Murray, K.C.B., saaeypieg! to 
the Post e, in his publication of 1927, 
says that: under the original Act of Parlia- 
ment establishing the parcels st the 
railway companies were remunerated for their 
services by a ty se i oí postage receipts, 
which was then {xed at 55 per cent. After 
the war whe. the parcel post rate, like other 
Post Office rates, had been considerably 
increased, fresh negotiations with the com- 
panies were @pened, and they agreed to 
accept 40 per cent. of the higher rates. This: 
rate continues under the agreement with the 
Post Utfice of the Irish Free State. 

The British public in 1883 welcomed the 
facilities for posting parcels, and it was 
rapidiy extended to the Colonies and to 
foreign countries. In the year 1885-6 the 
total number of parcels posted in the United 
Kingdom was 26,000,000. At that period the 
limit of weight for a parcel was 7ib. It 
could not be nore than 35 feet long, nor 
more than 6 feet in girth. In 1 the 
weight limit was increased to llib., and in 
1909-10 the average number of parcels carried 
by post in -the United Pn al was 
109,456,000. Foreign and Colonial parcels 
despatched from the United Kingdom num- 
bered 2,731,000, and the foreign and Colonial 
parcels post deliveréd in the United Kingdom 
reached 1,514,500 parcels. 


FREE STATE’S SHARE. 
The share in. the parcel post business of 
that portion of the United Kingdom which 
became the [rish Free State was considerable. 
In 1922-3, when the Irish Free State had been 
established, the number of parcels collected 
and. delivered by the Free State Post within 
the twenty-six counties was about 5,005,000. 
In 1923-4 the figure rose to 6,197,000. ‘The 
reason for the increase is not known. In the 
following year the figure was 4,919,000. 
Since that (ime the average anual number 
of parcels delivered by t has been about 
five and a quarter millions. In 1931-2 it 
rose slightly to 5,362,000, a round number. 
The rates of parcels post are well known 
to the public, and the increase in its use is 
au evidence of the efficiency of the service. 
There used to be a financial deficit on the 
yearly account, but last year the Free State 
parcels post system just paid its way.

i N the section dealing with illiteracy, the 
| chair at the morning session in the Moles- 

worth Hall was taken by Miss A. Carleto 
Woodward, U.S.A. The first speaker was 
also from U.S.A.—Miss Caroline P. Stephens, 
Lafayette, who spoke of her pars in the 
“crusade” in the State of lLouistana to 
reduce the number of illiterates, who had 
‘amounted to twenty per cent. of the popula- 
tion in 1920. She said that, with the aid cf 
the local policewoman, she collected a group 
of eleven . adult illiterates into what was 
called a “ Moonlight School.’’ Meeting at 
night, the entire class achieved literacy In 
twelve weeks—a miracle of no small moment. 
One outstanding pupil was able to announce 
that she had *‘ written a letter all the way 
to California.” (Laughter-) And the 
‘‘ crusade ” was responsible inside the year 
for changing one hundred thousand peopie 
from illiterates to literates. 


POSITION IN IRELAND. 


Mr. F. W. Ryan, M.A., a former President 
of the Dublin Street Trading Court, said 
that, owing to a variety of circumstances, 
Ireland was very backward in dealing with 
illiteracy. “ Compulsory education ” only 
eame into force in 1920, and did not eae 
child was only required to ettend school on 
150 days of the year, and, as a. result, the 
parents were doing mathematics, indulging in 
mental gymnastics, to arrange the child’s 
minimum attendance as conveniently 4s 
yossible. (Laughter.) Under the Vocational 
education Act, however, great powers were 
given to propound programmes suited to the 
individual needs of illiterates, young and old, 
men and women, the time and place of the 
class being adjusted to suit the needs of

Therelore, the teachers 
tried to encourage the taking of an interest 
ia what was go:ng on in the larger world, 
reading of newspapers and appreciation of 
libraries. 


INFLUX TO CITIES. 


Miss Maria de la Luz Grovas said that a 
difficulty being experienced in Mexico was 
also, she thought, common in other countries : 
people were leaving the country for the cities, 
where they preferred to pick up a scanty 
living than to work on the land. Native 
Indians v.ho were brought to the universities 
icked up their subjects quickly, but liked 
living in the city, with its comforts and 
leasures so much that some would not go 
ack to the villages to do the teaching for 
which they had been trained.

JUNIOR RED CROSS, 


M. Georges Milsom, Paris, read a paper 
on the ‘‘ Social Programme of the Junior Red 
Cross.” 

Dr. C. L. C.,. Burns, Director of Child 
Guidance and Special Schools Medical Officer, 
Birmingham, who followed with an address 
on the ‘‘Aims of Education,” said that 
education did not mean merely training the 
mind ‘to think or acquiring a number of facts. 
It was concerned also with the physical and 
moral side of the child, and the development 
of character. He thought that in schools a 
certain standard should be set, that decisions 
should be made for the children, and that 
rules should be laid down. This was neces- 
sary to give them a feeling of security. 
Otherwise their consciences had too many 
decisions to make. It was parents who laid 
the foundation of a child’s character, by 
what they were to each other and to the 
child. They were the creators. 

Speaking in French, Madame Yoonne Liard, 
of the French Ministry of Education, pre- 
sented Professor C. Bouglé’s paper on “Educa- 
tion for World Relationships,” which was 
translated by Miss Reeve. In the regulation 
of human affairs, said Madame Liard, it was 
necessary that children in the schools should 
be prepared for peace. 

She went on to speak of the work that 
was being done in France by a committee 
representative. of 42 associations, some 
religious, some lay. All the differences be- 
tween these ; iations were overcome by 
the sentiment of the majority: “We will 
have no more war'”’

Some i ar! good results had 
come about «. the result of its formation, 
including the closer co-operation of educa- 
tionists from different countries, Was the 
Federation, however, attempting to do too 
much? It was trying to solve so many 
problems at once that one was inclined to 
ask whether it was capable of carrying oD 
the Jaudable work which it had set itself 
to do. 

Mr. G. D. Dankerley, 1.A.A.M., England, 
said that secondary teachers in G 
Britain hoped fcr a greater cdvance in the 
status of teachers all over the world, It 
was also felt to be essential that a too- 
Imperialistic point of view should not prevail 
among the younger generation. The maotings 
of the Federation were of great value: the 
question of bi-lingualism was one of those 
which could be discussed with benefit. He 
suggested that a more permanent organisa- 
tion should be set up within the organisation 
to carry on its work between conferences.

Mr. Charles Murphy, Secretary of the 
Automobile Association, gave & talk on tour- 
ing in Ireland before a meeting of the Dublin 
Rotary Club yesterday in the Metropole 
Restaurant, r. E. Keith Eason presided. 

Mr. Murphy said that he was not without 
hope that the day was not far distant when 
the amount of annual income that was gar- 
nered in this country from those who came 
to visit would equal many millions, and that 
the exodus from the “ sister isle ” to the 
Continent would in some degree be diverted 
westwards. If each and every one of them 
would learn some of the ancient history of 
Ireland they would on all occasions be wel- 
come in gny society they might find them- 
selves in any part of the world. 

Questions of import duties, travelling per- 
mits and Customs facilities had caused the 
motorist of the Free State to realise that the 
attractions of his own land were free without 
any of the irritating formalities which had 
to be observed when one took a motor car 
across the border.

Well, the result is what one might have 
expected. Mr. Shaw has merely had his play 
photographed. He has not allowed any 
" translation ” into terms of the cinema. As 
the film has had to run for a shorter time 
than the play, compression has been achieved 
by the simple method of cutting out the less 
essential parts of the dialogue; for Mr. Shaw 
has successfully resisted any tampering with 
the speeches, which have not been altered 
by so much as a word. 

“ Arms and the Man ” is such a perfectly 
constructed play, and so essentially of the 
stage, that any attempt to make a film of 
it would only spoil it. 

It has been spoilt a little, because, owing 
to the need for compression, the plot does 
not emerge so well as on the stage; but it 
would probably have been spoilt more if Mr.

Canada’s Example. 

In the City of London yesterday a loan 
of £15,000,000 was underwritten for the 
Dominion of Canada. The issue, which 
will be offered for subscription to the 
public to-morrow, will be at par, and will 
bear interest at the rate of 4 per cent. It 
will be redeemed within a period of twenty 
to twenty-five years. This issue is of the 
utmost importance from the political, as 
well as from the financial and economic 
points of view. The amount is not very 
great; but the mere fact that, after an 
interval of more than twenty years, the 
Dominion of Canada has returned to the 
London money market in search of a loan 
is of deep significance. From the begin- 
ning of the century until just before the 
Great War, Canada, in common with 
the other Dominions, used to raise all her 
loans in London. When the War broke 
out British investments formed no less 
than 68 per cent. of the foreign capital in 
Canada, as against: the United States’ 24 
During and since the War, 
however, partly as a result of the British 


per cent, 


embargo on external loans, and partly as 
the result of other factors, Canada has 
been financing herself largely from her 
own resources, and when she has been in 
need of foreign capital she has raised it in 
New York. In 1930, 59 per cent. of the 
foreign capital invested in the Dominion 
came from the United States. Circum- 
stances of many kinds united to bring the 
Canadian dollar within the orbit of Wall 
street’s influence, and the tendency was 
to rely less and less on London and: more 
and more on New: York. 

This movement was accentuated when 
His Majesty’s Government was forced 
to abandon the gold standard. Most 
of the Dominions followed Britain’s lead, 
and kept within the so-called sterling 
bloc; but Canada remained aloof, and only 
last March Mr. Rhodes, the Dominion's 
Minister for spoke 
against a proposal to link the Canadian 
Until the United 
States dollar was divorced from its gold

dollar with sterling. 


basis, therefore, Canadian currency was 
more or less controlled by Wall street. 
When President Roosevelt decided to inflate 
Canadians found themselves in considerable 
difficulties. The United States dollar began 
to fluctuate wildly, while the pound, 
although anchored to nothing except to 
Britain's international credit, maintained 
a remarkable measure of stability. Day by 
day the position of the dollar became less 
certain. Borrowers in all. parts of the 
world grew nervous, and London once again 
assumed its former position as the centre 
of international finance. Canada now has 
come back to the fold. Her financiers realise 
that sterling is the most stable currency in 
the world, and that British credit never 
stood higher than it stands to-day. There 
is not the least doubt that the loan. will 
be subscribed in a few minutes. The 
terms are generous, and investors are more 
than anxious to put their money into 
imperial securities, 

If the failure of the World Economic 
Conference has had any lesson for the 
British people, it has taught them the 
need for reliunce on themselves. The idea 
of intertiational unity in matters of 
economics and finance is a foolish dream. 
Every nation is playing its own hand. All 
are ready to take whatever they can get; 
none seems to be willing to give anything. 
Within the borders of the British 
Commonwealth can be found everything 
that is necessary to make a group of 
peoples independent and strong. The 
resources of the Dominions and the 
Colonies are virtually unlimited, and, if 
they would support one another, instead 
of doing trade with foreign countries, 
there is very little that they eould not 
achieve. Britain has nothing to hope 
from other nations. She has done every- 
thing in her power to foster a spirit of 
co-operation in Europe; but all her efforts 
have been in vain, and it is high time now 
that she should turn her mind to her own 
affairs, A certain amount of progress was 
made at the Ottawa Conference. a year 
ago; but only the fringe of the problem 
was touched. Some of the Dominions 
showed a selfish spirit which was entirely 
out of keeping with the objects of the 
Conference, and individual interests were 
preferred to the common weal. On such a 
basis no great structure can be reared. If 
the peoples of the British Commonwealth 
desire to take the fullest advantage of

y can fail to be impressed 
by the width and scope of its discussions. 
Whatever it may have been in those 
Victorian days to which the delegates refer 
from time to time with kindly tolerance, 
it is evident that education in the modern 
world is confined and fettered neither by 
an arid formalism nor by any undue 
reverence for tradition. The meetings 
which have been held in the earlier part 
of the Conference suggest, indeed, that 
progress will be made only over the ruins 
ot abandoned theory. Yesterday’s paper 
end the subsequent debate upon ‘the 
examination system are an illustration in 
point. Formerly the culminating event of 
every school-teacher’s term, the delight 
and pride of ministries, the infallible 
guide to prospective employers, examina- 
tions to-day have fallen so low in esteem 
that they retain scarcely a friend. Dr. 
A. W. Carson Ryan, of the United States, 
sees in them “frustration, fear, inferiority 
and anxiety.” Other speckers laid an 
unerring finger upon the cardinal weak- 
ness of the system when they pointed out 
that examiners so frequently seem con. 
cerned rather to unmask the ignorance of 
their victims than to elicit what they 
know. The Reverend Brother Coyne, 
of Dublin, who stood alone in the 
defence of examinations, found them not 
an unmitigated evil, but an evil still. 
Many thousands of children will] rejoice 
that their teachers at last have perceived 
what they themselves always have felt to 
be the truth about examinations. This, 
however, was not the only drup of balm 
to fall upon their delighted heads during 
yesterday’s meetings. In the Departmert 
of Social Adjustment a proposal was made 
to curtail by half the time usually allowed 
in schools for arithmetic. The moments 
saved would be devoted to dancing, 
dramatics and song. If any proof were 
needed of the lengths to which advanced 
educationalists are prepared to go in order 
to shape their craft to the demands of a 
changing world, these. meetings would 
supply it. Teachers of the old school, 
we suspect, would condemn such reforms 
out of hand, but their dismay would be 
an index to their ignorance of modern 
conditions. The Conference has to face 
facts, and many of them are unpleasant 
facts. Unless the world recovers rapidly 
from its troubles, many of the children 
now safely at school will be unable to 
obtain employment when they leave. Of 
what avail will be their knowledge of 
arithmetic, however confirmed and _ estab- 
lished by one examination after another? 
Enlightened teachers to-day are anxious, 
and we believe rightly anxious, to enlarge 
the mental outlook of the next generation, 
That some of the suggestions which have 
been made, and will be made, go too far 
in an attempt to rationalise the craft is 
inevitable. That they should be brought 
forward, however, is right and proper. 
The age demands experinjents in educa. 
tion, and this Conference has shown that 
the spirit of trial and ee is not 
lacking. 


The Horse Show. 


Dublin’s international functions are 
crowding thick and fast upon one another 
during these few weeks. The British 
Medical Association's conference is barely 
at an end; the World Education Confer- 
ence is in process, and next week will 
witness the Horse Show. It is gratifying 
to learn from Mr. Edward Bohane, the 
Director of the R.D.S., that this year’s 
Horse Show has every prospect of success. 
The actual decline in entries is less than 
five per cent., as compared with last 
year's. This decline is surprisingly small 
in view of the numerous circumstances 
that might have been expected to damaye 
the Show—particularly the general de- 


pression, with its effect on potential sales, 


and the economic war. Furthermore, the 
military jumping competitions, which last 
year were shorn of much of their glory, 
promise to recapture it this year. Six 
teams will compete—from Belgium, 
France, Switzerland, the Netherlands, 
Czechoslovakia. and the Free State ; 
Britain’s representatives will be the only 
notable absentees. A “' record ” entry has 
been received for the “ lay” jumping 
contest, and the Irish Hunts will make an 
unprecedentedly lavish display. We are 
glad to learn that there is no threat of a 
decline in the success of the Show ; for it 
is one of those events which spread Ira- 
land’s name throughout the hemispheres. 
and people are apt to judge our land by 
its success or failure. In all probability. 
most of the visitors to the World Educa- 
tion Conference will follow the example 
of so many of the doctors, and will stay 
in Ireland for the duration of the Show. 
We hope that it will appear at its best for 
their benefit. The entries are all right, 
and, if only another spell of fine weather 
will come from the west with General 
Balbo, its success as a spectacle will be 
assured.

Taxi-Cab Fates, 


No little feeling has been aroused among 
the drivers of London taxi-cabs by the 
Home Secretary’s order which decrees an 
increase of the initia) fare from to-day. 
Hitherto the initial fare has been six- 
pence; henceforth it must be ninepence. 
The proprietors of small concerns are 
delighted; for they believe that the in- 
crease will make all the difference to their 
businesses, most of which have been in 
fairly low water for some years past. On the 
other hand, the drivers plead a piteous 
caseagainst the Home Secretary’s ruling, 
They complain that, while a sixpenny fare 
was the regulation, the majority of their 
passengers handed over a shilling in pay- 
ment—that is to say, sixpence for fare and 
sixpence for tip. Under the new system 
they will pay precisely the same con- 
venient sum, so that the driver’s perquisite 
will be only threepence, instead of six- 
pence. We can appreciate his grievance, 
even while we envy the citizen of London 
town, who can obtain there for ninepence 
the same convenience that costs a shilling 
(plus, generally, a sixpenny tip) in

Even now 
the Liberal Party in Parliament is in a 
state of flux, since its extremists are 
anxious to cross the floor of the House of 
Commons and ally themselves with the 
Left, while the moderates are looking to 
join Sir John Simon and Mr. Walter 
Ranciman. Much is heard about Sir 
Herbert Samuel and his supporters in the 
House of Commons, but what is ignored 
is that they were all elected by Conserva- 
tive votes, and that there is no seat in 
England that can_ be asserted as safe for 
an independent Liberal candidate. If 
Liberalism had not thrown itself into the 
national cause at the general election it 
would have been destroyed aimost beyond 


hope of recovery. 
Mr. Henderson and the Labour Part, 


Mr. Arthur Henderson, havinz been 
selected against considerable Labour 
opposition as candidate for the Clay Cross 
Division—a seat which has never yet re- 
turned a Conservative, and is unlikely to 
vote for a National Goverr ment candidate 
—will probably be elected in due course 
when the election takes place towards the 
end of the month. His return to the 
House of Commons is likely to cause some 
little disturbance in the Parliamentary 
Labour Party, which elects its leader at 
the opening of every session ; for the Par- 
liamentarv leader had always been recog- 
nised as the national leader as well. Mr. 
Henderson is secretary of the Labour 
Party. and also its Treasurer, and, while 
it is thought that it will Le too much 
for him to become national and parlia- 
mentary leader, he was for a time national 
leader, secretary and treasurer. Tn the 
circumstances. a meeting of the Parlia- 
mentary Labour Party wi'l be of excen- 
tional interest, since th> Labour Party in 
and out of Parliament is greatly attached 
to Mr. George Lansbury, who may have 
to give way to Mr. Henderson. 


International Police. 


It may be news to many people that 
there is a small body of international 
police now at work in Europe in the shape 
of a quintette of highly-trained detectives, 
who, knowing no barriers caused by fron- 
tiers or Customs, possess the aid and 
support of the most powerful police 
organisations of Europe. The squad 
came together by accident, when it was 
discovered, after a combined drive against 
a gang of forgers in Holland, that re- 
markably good work might be done by 
selected men from Britain, France, 
Belgium, Holland and Germany, and a 
move was set on foot to establish an inter- 
national squad. Criminals for years past, 
have been able to dodge through frontiers 
without much trouble by means of forged 
passports, and the police have sometimes 


overcome formalities quickly enough. 
These special police, however, will be able 
to cross frontiers without delay. 


Danish Bacon. 


Danish bacon is so remarkably plentiful 
in this country that it is rather surprising 
to learn that the Danes are suspected of 
preparing an arrangement Ly which they 
will break through the bacon marketing 
scheme, and will obtain almost complete 
control of the industry in Great Britain. 
Denmark is allowed at present to send 
here 62 per cent. of cur (foreign imports 
of bacon, but there is nothing to prevent 
her from sending a smaller quantity. She 
is reducing her pig population, however, 
and it.is said that she plans to cut down 
exports to Great Britain to such an extent 
that the demand will exceed the supply, 
with the result that, when once the British 
supply is exhausted, bacon will be forced 
up to high prices. Such a situation would 
lead to a request to the Danes to send 
more bacon, and, as they would be in 1 
position to dictate their own terms, it is 
asserted that their demand would be that 
all restrictions on their bacon exports 


should be lifted. 
The Davis Cup. 


The triumphant return of the victorious 
British tennis playets from Paris this 
evening with the Davis Cup has given 
rise to a problem which must be solved 
very quickly. So many years have passed 
since the cup was here, that nobody knows 
where it ought to be kept, and it is 
suggested that it may be placed on ex- 
hibition for a year in one of the public 
museums, or placed in the vaults of a 
bank for safety. The matter is to be 
decided in the course of the next few 
days—probably before a dinner which will 
be given on Thursday in honour of the 
players atjthe Savov Hotel. It is in- 
teresting to notice that no duty was pay- 
able on the cup, since it is classed as re- 
import. The British share of the gate 
money from the challenge round played 
in Paris will be about £8,000, but none 
of this goes to the players, since, as 
amateur tennis players, they must not 
handle any official money, even for ex- 
penses. Travellinc expenses and accommo- 
dation are provided, but they must pav 
out of their own pockets any incidental 
expenses, such as gratuities and laundrv. 


Aeroplanes for Egypt. 


The visit of the director of the Military 
Aviation Section of the Egyptian Ministry 
for War, who is expected to arrive in 
London this week, is connected with the 
purchase of British aeroplanes for his 
Government. He will confer with the 
Egvptian Minister in London, and it is 
understood that at least ten new machines 
will be ordered. Thev will be of a rather 
larger tvpe than most of those previously 
suvplied, and their eanisomant will in- 
clude wireless apparatus. The contract 
thus will benefit not onle the aesoplane 
construction and engine building indus- 
tries, but also the wireless and electrical 
trades. 


The Imperial Pound. 


A task performed once in every ten 
vears is being carried out at the National 
Physical Laboratory at Teddington by the 
comparison of the imperial standard pound 
with the parliamentary copies which are 
enshrined in the main staircase of the 
House of Commons. The operation is in- 
tricate and delicate, being made on what 
is described as the most exact weighing 
machine in the world. This machine, 
which has just been inspected by a num- 
her of experts, is installed in the home of 
Sir Joseph Petavel, the director of the 
laboratory, where, kept at a regular tem- 
perature, it is shielded constantly from 
possible magnetic disturbance. It is so 
delicate that it is operated from an ad- 
joining room, in order that its accuracy 
may not be impaired by contact with 
human beings.

e: ERAL O'DUFFY issued the follow- 
ing statement last night :— 
The obvious intention of the Firearms 
(ct was that arms should be kept out of 
hands of criminals and ill-disposed 
persons, while they should be available 
under licence to citizens of good character, 
whose lives or property might be in danger 
attack. It is to me inconceivable that 
should be a proposal so to ad- 
ninister the Act as to deprive law-abiding 
tizens of the means of self-defence or 
efence of their property, while it is ad- 
tted that thousands of guns are illegally 

d all over the country. 

‘So far as the National Guard is con- 
erned, I am informed to-day that no more 
than ten members have arms, and all hold 
permits. Other citizens who hold revolver 
permits are mostly bankers, or those carry- 

y large sums of money. ‘The total 
humber is very small, and all have satis- 
fied the Gardai as to the necessity to have 
permits. It is clear, then, that the action 
of the Government was not taken because 
any fears were entertained as to the safety 
f the State because such people were in 
possession of a revolver.

THE HAGUE, Monday. 


The International Catholic Secondary 
Education Congress began here to-day in 
the presence of 250 delegates, representing 
many countries, including Ireland. The 
opening ceremony took place in the great 
hall of the Dutch Lyceum for Young 
Girls, where the Congress will be held. 
Both the State and civic authorities were 
represented—the former by the Minister of 
“y aon seo Dr. H. P. Marchant, and the 
latter by the Burgomaster of The Hague. 
Dutch educational experts were also pre- 
sent. 

Owing to the absence of the Bishop of 
Haarlem, Monsignor Aengenent, the ad- 
dress of welcome to the Congress was 
delivered by Canon Van Dam, Dean of the 
Hague. 

In his address Canon Van Dam 
explained the importance of the Congress 
from the pedagogic, religious and inter- 
national points of view. The world crisis, 
aggravated by the economic position and 
unemployment, exerted a great influence on 
vecbadiae education. Of, special interest 
was the eternal struggle between old and 
new methods, and in this connection he 
advised moderation in defence and in 
criticism, and courage in the application 
of new forms. | 

After the Congress had been welcomed 
by the President of the Dutch Secondary 
Education Society, Professor Corcoran, of 
the National University of Ireland, the 
President of the Congress, delivered an 
address. 

In the name of the Dutch Government, 
Dr. Marchant heartily welcomed the Con- 
gress. In Holland, ha raid, the people 
were very much absorbed in educational 
problems, and all the questions which 
were to be discussed were of special interest 
to the position in Holland. The Govern- 
ment hoped that the Congress would result 
in a complete success, and would show the 
way to solve all the difficulties in regard to 
secondary education. 

Dr. Goffinet, of Brussels, explained the 
great value of Christian ideals and the 
unity of Christian principles in education.

object of obtaining swaraj (self-govern- 
ment) by compulsion, — 

Mr. Gandhi was arrested under the 
section of the Act which authorises action 
against persons about to act in a manner 
prejudicial to the public safety. 

It is expected that Mr. Gandhi will fast. 

This is the fourth time Mr. Gandhi has 
been imprisoned in India. His first term 
of imprisonment was in 1922, when he was 
sentenced to six years, but was released 
after two years on account of all-health. 

The main object of Gandhi’s new cam- 
paign, which he was quite aware would 
render him liable to re-arrest, is under- 
stood to be his belief that non-co-operation 
is necessary as a discipline and an educa- 
tion for the Indian masses, 


THE EXTREMISTS., 

He considers that only in this way can 
they become self-conscious of their Indian 
traditions and offer a moral resistance to 
the materialistic aspects of Anglo-Saxon 
civilisation. 

Moreover, although many members of 
the Indian Congress disapproved of civil 
disobedience, Gandhi did not wish to 
renounce it altogether in the fear that if 
he did the extremists, left to themselves, 
would become still more extreme, and that 
the result would be a recrudescence of 
violence and terrorism. 

Although this was understood in official

THE HEDGE SCHOOLS OF OLD. 


——- 


Mr. de Valera, having welcomed the 
visitors, trusted that their stay would be 
pleasant for themselves and a íruitful one 
for the cause of education and for the 
peace and friendship which they had met 
to advance. These were causes which the 
Irish people always had at~heart. For 
centuries after the collapse of the Roman 
Empire Ireland was almost the sole refuge 
of learning in Europe. The missionaries 
who went forth from her schools at that 
time took the leading part in evangelising 
the barbarian invaders of the West, in 
teaching them the arts of civilisation and 
inspiring them with the love of peace. 
Later, when her own territory was invaded 
and her traditional culture assailed, she 
maintained for centuries the rigorous dis- 
cipline of her schools of poetry and law, 
and when these were destroyed the lamp of 
knowledge was kept alight in the hedge 
schools by wandering teachers, whose only 
materia! reward was a shelter and a 
scanty meal in a peasant’s hut. The love 
for learning which had shown such per- 
sistence still remained in the hearts of the 
Irish people, and now that the moulding of 
the educational system was once more in 
their own hands, they hoped to regain for 
their schools their old pre-eminence and 
to contribute their full share again to the 
educational progress of the world. 


THE EFFICIENT SCHOOL. 


A matter which in Ireland they were 
prone to forget was the importance of 
relating the programme oí their schools to 
the normal lives and avocations of their 
people. The most efficient school was that 
which best equipped its pupils with the 
knowledge bearing ipo. the life around 
them and the circumstances in which they 


were likely to spend their days, while re- 


lating that life to the life of the world. 
The beginning and end of true educa- 
tion was instruction in religion and 
morals. It was not force nor fear, nor 
the sense of common material interests 
that bound men in society. It was the 
knowledge that they were brothers  chil- 
dren of one Father, fellow-subjects bound 
by the same law, and destined to the same 
end. The constant teaching of these 
trusts by word and example in the school. 
as in the home and in the church. was 
the surest means of promoting friendship, 
justice and good-will among the nations 
of the world. | 


IDEAL SYSTEM. 


_ This was an ideal system to which they 
in Ireland were, perhaps, no nearer than 
many other countries, but it was an ideal 
which the? should some day realise.

Valera in welcoming the delegates to 
Dublin and to Ireland.

To-day when 
they had taken up the broken threads of 
their educational and cultural develop- 
ment, and were knitting anew the web 
of their national life, it was a source of 
satisfaction to know that Ireland had 
something distinctive to offer which might 
repay their examination ; something which 
would assist the delegates in their efforts 
to realise a loftier and. more inspiring 
conception of the value and power of edu- 
cational ideals in the world of to-day.

people. 

Dr. Coffey, President University College, 
Dublin, said that in the World Federation 
East and West were bound together. He 
did not know anywhere else where a teach- 
ing body represented so fully and with 
such enthusiasm its own people as that 
of Ireland. , 

Alderman Cormac Breathnach, T.D., 
President Irish National Teachers’ 
Organisation, on behalf of the local Re- 
ception Committee, also welcomed the 
delegates.

Mr. Justice O'Byrne concurred with Mr.

R.M.S.P. VOTING TRUSTEES. 

The duties of the two voting trustees of 
the Royal Maii Steam Packet group of com- 
panies, Brigadier-General Sir Arthur Max- 
well and Sir William McLintock, have been 
formally terminated.

will refuse to exchange sterling cheques for 
Danish kroner until the krone has been cut 
down in value to 30 to the £. “ Their 
action will naturally be met with all the 
opposition the Government is able to exert,”’ 
sald M. Hansen, the Danish Minister of 
Finance. — “Where the krone now stands 
there it must naturally be maintained.’’ The

WATERFALL RUBBER. 

At a meeting of the First Mortgage De- 
benture stockholders of the Waterfall (Selan- 
gor) Rubber Estates, held recently, it was 
resolved that a committee of not more than 
five persons be constituted for the purpose 
of conferring with the Board and settling a 
scheme for the reorganisation of capital.’ 
[$ was decided that Messrs. L. A. Stride, 
P. G. Ross Hume and A. Clapperton be the 
first members of the committee, with power 
to add to their number. The issued capital 
of the company is £335,148 in 2s, shares. For 
the year to 30th September last there was a 
loss, after providing £14,778 for debenture 
interest, of £19,731, and the credit brought 
in was reduced to £3,877, which was carried 
forward. The Seven per Cent. First De- 
benture stock outstanding at 30th September 
last was £191,052.

SHAREHOLDERS' COMMENTS. 

Mr. J. J, Maguire, in supporting the motion, 
said that the statement was satisfactory, and 
he thought the shareholders as a whole ought 
to be satisfied that at such a time of depres- 
sion eleven per cent. was being paid. Thé 
treatment of the banks in regard to taxation, 
he continued, was grossly unfair, They were 
serving the interests of the public, and yet 
they were selected for heavy taxation, The 
excuse was that the money was required for 
social services, but the community could not 
exist by dispensing money on social services. 

Referring to the fact that the banks were 
the largest holders of railway stock, he said 
that it was a monstrous thing that they 
should have been so severely hit by the recent 
Railways Act. The interests of share- 
holders would not have been sacrificed 
in such a way, without any considera- 
tion, anywhere else except Russia. 
The balance sheet showed care on the part 
of the directors, and perhaps they should be 
thankful there was a dividend in view of the 
heavy taxation. 

Mr. Gerald Tench said that to his mind 
there was nothing wrong with the accounts, 
except the one expression “ war luan.” He 
would eliminate that and substitute ‘‘ national 
loan.” Remarking that the one matter of 
serious consequence was thie financial relations 
of the Free State with England. and that if 
England owed Ireland £140,000,000—or, ac- 
cording to Mr. de Valera, £400,000 000—no- 
thing else was’of any consequence, Mr. Tench 
proceeded to speak at great length on the 
subject of Anglo-Irish relations. 

After some interruptions Mr. Tench re- 
sumed his seat, saying that he would hand 
his manuscript to: the Press.
